PDEA’S NEW DEPUTY DIRECTOR GENERAL

A man of virtue and honor is our new Deputy 
Director General for Administration who hails from 
Urdaneta City, Pangasinan. He is a proud member of 
the PMA “Makatarungan” Class of 1978. Inspired by his 
father, the late Ensign Florencio T. Fajardo PN (Ret), he 
joined the PAF to pursue one of his childhood dreams - 
to be a pilot. He undertook the military pilot training 
at the PAF Flying School (PAFFS) and became a pilot, 
belonging to the PAFFS “Marangal” Class of 79. 


As a junior officer, he flew the U6-A (beaver) 
and BN Islander (BNI) types of aircraft from as far as 
Batanes in the North and Sanga-Sanga in the South.As 
a Captain and newly graduate of the advance course, 
he was handpicked by no less than the PAF Security 
Command (PAFSECOM) Commander to be the Chief 
of the Intelligence and Investigation Division of 801st 
Aviation Security Squadron (ASS). His numerous 
achievements at the airport prompted his squadron 
commander to recommend him to temporary major. 


In 1991, prior to the deactivation of PAFSECOM, 
he joined the 205th tactical helicopter wing and became a 
combat pilot, thereafter performing insertion/extrication 
of troops, air evacuation of WIA in the field, search 
and rescue operations and to a certain extent, limited 
close air support. It was in this unit where he occupied 
various positions of responsibility; from element lead, 
flight commander, squadron commander and group 
commander before taking up his general staff course at 
the air command and staff college in Maxwell Air Force 
Base, Alabama, USA. He earned the distinction as the 
first PAF officer who was bestowed Master in Military 
Operational Arts and Science (MMOAS). He is the first 
Filipino to be bestowed such title. 


He stayed responsive to his call of duty as his 
career was in full swing after getting his master’s degree. 
He faced more challenges and opportunities as he was 
designated as director for operations at the Air Force 
officer school, chief of research and plan and ex-o of 
the AFP command center at GHQ, AFP before being 
designated as commander of the tactical group 10 based 
in Cagayan de Oro. After his stint as TOG 10 commander, 
he assumed higher positions of responsibility such as 
EX-O plans (A5), Commander of the Air Force Research 
and Development Center (AFRDC), Deputy Wing 
Commander of the 410th Maintenance Wing before he 
was given an 0-7 position (BGEN) as Vice Commander 
of the Air Education and Training Command (AETC). 
From there, he was designated as Wing Commander 
of the 710th Spead Operations wing, where he got his 
first star. He was later assigned at HPAF as the Chief 
of Air Staff, where he was promoted to major general. 
Thereafter, he was designated as the division commander 
of the 2nd air division, based in MactanAir Base, Cebu. 


He emphasized the culture of excellence, thus 
it was no secret that his unit, 209th tactical helicopter 
squadron became the squad of the year (205th) in 1995, 
the tactical group 10 as tactical group of the year (PAF) 





in 2003, where his tactical group garnered all the awards 
in all the award giving units of the AFP (3rd TOW, TOG, 
PAF), the AETC as the Command of the Y ear (PAF) 
in 2006 and the 2nd air division as Division of the Year 
(PAF) in 2011. 


He was sent abroad on various schoolings, 
trainings, courses, seminars, head of mission, observer, 
participant and member of the TWG. Aside from his 
GSC in Alabama, he took up his post blast and arson 
investigation courses in Baton Rouge, Louisiana, 
USA (1987), aviation security management course in 
Oklahoma, USA (1990), GRP-MILF TWG in Malaysia 
(2002), pitch black exercise in Australia (2004) and 
seminar in France (2009). He was likewise head of mission 
of the turned over of the 8th Philbat Peacekeeping unit 
East Timor (2002), visit of the helicopter repair facility 
in Florida (1997) and visit to Korea Air Force (2008). 


His unwavering loyalty and commitment to 
the service brought him numerous awards, medals 
and ribbons. His distinctive leadership skills were duly 
recognized as he earned two (2) Presidential Legion 
of Honor (Degree of Officer), four (4) awards of the 
Distinguished Service Star, along with five (5) bronze 
cross medals; ten (10) awards of the military merit 
medals with bronze spearhead device; two (2) “Medalya 
ng Kadakilaan”; and one (1) “Kahusayan Award” for 
having accumulated 2,500 accident free-flying hours. 


He retired in January 9, 2012 after serving the 
government for almost 38 years. A month after his 
retirement, he joined the Civil Aviation Authority of the 
Philippines (CAAP) in February 6, 2012 in a co-terminus 
capacity with the former Director General, CAAP and 
served as the airport manager in Baguio airport and as 
the Chief of Staff, when the Director General, CAAP 
was relieved in June 2012, he stayed as consultant until 
February 15, 2013. 


He was appointed on October 5, 2016 as Deputy 
Director General for Administration of PDEA. 
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While the Philippine Drug Enforcement Agency and other law enforcement units 
have already been working on high value targets, anti-drug efforts have intensified upon 
the assumption of President Rodrigo Roa Duterte into Presidency in June 2016. 


Heeding the marching order of President Duterte to stop the drug problem in 
the country, PDEA realigned its efforts and initiatives. In partnership with other law 
enforcement units in the country, intensified anti-drug initiatives were conducted in all 
corners of the country which resulted in significant accomplishments. 


National Anti-Drug Accomplishments 


For FY 2016, PDEA and OLEAs conducted 34,077 anti-drug operations which 
resulted in the seizure of Php18 billion worth of dangerous drugs and controlled precursors 
and essential chemicals (CPECs). Highlights of this are the seizures of 2,210.52 kilos of 
shabu, 1,805.71 liters of liquid shabu, 1,154.62 kilos of dried Marijuana leaves, 21,736 
pieces of ecstasy tablets, and 70.60 kilos of cocaine and 1.86 liters of liquid cocaine, among 
others. 


Operations worthy to underscore for 2016 are the following: 


1. Dismantling of ten (10) clandestine laboratories. All ten are considered as industrial 
laboratories or megalabs which can produce more than 50 kilos of shabu per 
production cycle; the other types of clandestine laboratories are: medium scale 
laboratory which can produce 10 to 50 kilos of shabu per production cycle, and 
small scale laboratory which can produce | to 10 kilos of shabu per production 
cycle. 


These shabu laboratories were discovered in Manila, Las Pinas City, Subic, Quezon 
City, Pampanga (Angeles City, Magalang, Arayat), Cauayan City and in Virac. 


2. Dismantling of three (3) chemical warehouses. These warehouses were found in 
Angeles City, Pampanga; Paranaque City; Manila; and Apalit, Pampanga. 


3. Eradication of 337 marijuana plantation sites with a total area of 84 hectares 
which resulted in the destruction of Php5.18 billion worth of marijuana including 
24,635,153 pieces of marijuana plants and 1,836,800 grams of dried marijuana 
leaves. 78% of 263 sites were located in CAR. The rest are in Regions I, VII, 
XIII and ARMM. 


Subsequently, the conduct of anti-drug operations resulted to the following: 


1. Arrest of 28,056 drug personalities that include 231 government officials composed 
of 93 elected officials, 37 law enforcers and 101 government employees. 
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2. Filing of 47,331 drug cases. 


3. Destruction of Php 4.45 billion worth of seized dangerous drugs, Php8.85 Million 
worth of CPECs and Php 3.57 Million non-drug evidence. 


Comparing with the accomplishments in 2015, intensified anti-drug efforts in 2016 
is very evident. 


Anti-drug operations conducted in 2016 has increased by 36.08% or 25,041 anti- 
drug operations. Consequently, the number of arrested drug personalities has also surged 
by 44.38%. Relatively, the cases filed increased by 56.30% from 30,282 in 2015 to 47,331 in 
2016. 


Significantly, seizure of drugs has increased too compared to the previous years.

Last, but not the least, is the unique strategy that the Philippine Government has 
employed is the request for drug personalities to surrender voluntarily. In line with this, 
OLEAs had visited 5,788,537 houses nationwide that resulted to the voluntary surrender 
of 989,415 drug personalities composed of 914,721 users and 74,694 pushers. 


Also presented in this report are accomplishments on other support anti-drug drug 
strategies, programs and initiatives being carried out by the Philippine Drug Enforcement 
Agency: 


1. Issuance of 12,314 licenses and 26,937 permits to registered handlers of controlled 
substances. One of the diversion prevention strategies of the agency is the close 
monitoring of industries and practitioners who are using controlled precursors 
and essential chemicals. 


On the other hand, as frontline service provider, the Agency’s Compliance Service 
average time of processing up to release of license/permits are as follows: 


¢ §-2 License - 20 minutes 

¢ Dangerous Drugs/CPECS license - 40 minutes 

¢ Local Order Permit - 15 minutes 

* For import/export permits through the National Single Window (NSW) 
application - 3 to 5 working days 


Customer satisfaction is also measured by the Service using client survey form. 
For the period under review, the average client satisfaction survey rating of the 
Compliance Service is at 4.76 which is Very Satisfactory (Rating is based on the 
1-5 range, where | is the lowest and 5 is the highest). 
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2. Part of diversion control also is the conduct of regulatory inspections. For 
2016, a total of 607 regulatory inspections were conducted. As a result of this 
regulatory inspections, 79 entities were reprimanded for violation of Section 38 
(5a) of Board Regulation No. 1, Series 2014 (Non-submission of periodic report 
on prescribed time), and 10 entities were fined for violation of Section 6(2b) 
of Board Regulation No. 1, Series 2014 (No import permit prior to arrival of 
shipment). 


3. Granting of Php13.73 Million to 28 “Operation: Private Eye” informants whose 


information resulted to successful anti-drug operations. 


4. Conduct of 114,803 preventive education and advocacy campaign efforts in 
schools, barangays, private and public organizations, and institutions. 


Part of the good governance practice of the Philippine Drug Enforcement Agency 
is its internal cleansing and preservation of the integrity of anti-drug operations and 
promotion of morale of personnel. 


1. For 2016, the Agency has conducted twenty-six (26) mandatory drug test to all 
its personnel nationwide which resulted to the termination from Service of two 
personnel who are found positive for drug use. 


2. Fifteen (15) personnel are also being investigated for alleged involvement in 
extortion or involvement in illegal drug activities. 


3. For the 2nd year, the Agency has maintained its Certification for Quality 
Management System 2001:9008. 
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With the accomplishments presented above, I could not help but be more proud of 
the men and women of the Philippine Drug Enforcement Agency and all our partners for 
conscientiously and actively doing their piece and part in the country’s war against drugs. 


I am honored to have participated and shared milestones in the historical undertaking 
of the government to rid the country from the illegal drugs. 


With all these accomplishments, I continuously enjoin everyone to partake efforts 
toward stopping the drug problem. 


Let us all work together. Let us win this war against drugs to achieve peace and

This led to the reorganization 
of the Philippine drug law enforcement 
system and creation of the Philippine Drug 
Enforcement Agency which will carry out 
the provisions of the law and lead the fight 
against the drug problem in the country.

in Section 82 (Creation of Philippine Drug 
Enforcement Agency) of the RA 9165.

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Powers and Duties of the Philippine 


Drug Enforcement Agency 


Pursuant to Section 84 of Republic 
Act 9165, the Philippine Drug Enforcement 
Agency shall have the following powers and 
duties: 


a) Implement or cause the efficient 
and effective implementation of 
the national drug control strategy 
formulated by the Board thereby 
carrying out a national drug 
campaign which shall include 
drug law enforcement, control and 
prevention campaign with the 
assistance of concerned government 
agencies; 


b) Undertake the enforcement of 
the provisions of Article [I of 
this Act relative to the unlawful 
acts and penalties involving any 
dangerous drug and/or controlled 
precursor and essential chemical 
and investigate all violators and 
other matters involved in the 
commission of any crime relative to 
the use, abuse or trafficking of any 
dangerous drug and/or controlled 
precursor and essential chemical 
as provided for in this Act and the 
provisions of Presidential Decree 


1619; 


c) Administer oath, issue subpoena 
and subpoena duces tecum relative 
to the conduct of investigation 
involving the violations of this Act; 


d) Arrest and apprehend as well as 
search all violators and seize or 
confiscate, the effects or proceeds 
of the crimes as provided by law 
and take custody thereof, for 
this purpose the prosecutors and 
enforcement agents are authorized 
to possess firearms, in accordance 
with existing laws; 
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e) Take charge and have custody of all 


dangerous drugs and/or controlled 
precursors and essential chemicals 
seized, confiscated or surrendered 
to any national, provincial or 
local law enforcement agency, if 
no longer needed for purposes of 
evidence in court; 


Establish forensic laboratories in 
each PNP office in every province 
and city in order to facilitate action 
on seized or confiscated drugs, 
thereby hastening its destruction 
without delay; 


g) Recommend to the DOJ the forfeiture 


of properties and other assets of 
persons and/or corporations found 
to be violating the provisions of 
this Act and in accordance with 
pertinent provisions of the Anti- 
Money-Laundering Act of 2001; 


h) Prepare for prosecution or cause the 


filing of appropriate criminal and 
civil cases for violation of all laws 
on dangerous drugs, controlled 
precursors and essential chemicals, 
and their’ similar controlled 
substances, and assist, support and 
coordinate with other government 
agencies for the proper and effective 
prosecution of the same; 


Monitor, and if warranted by 
circumstances, in coordination with 
the Philippine Postal Office and the 
Bureau of Customs, inspect all air 
cargo packages, parcels and mails in 
the central post office, which appear 
from the package and address itself 
to be a possible importation of 
dangerous drugs and/or controlled 
precursors and essential chemicals, 
through on-line or cyber shops via 
the internet or cyberspace; 





j) Conduct eradication programs to 


destroy wild or illegal growth of 
plants from which dangerous drugs 
may be extracted; 


k) Initiate and undertake the formation 


of a nationwide organization which 
shall coordinate and supervise all 
activities against drug abuse in 
every province, city, municipality 
and barangay with the active and 
direct participation of all such 
local government units and non- 
governmental organizations, 
including the citizenry, subject to the 
provisions of previously formulated 
programs of action against dangerous 


drugs; 


1) Establish and maintain a national 


drug intelligence system in 
cooperation with law enforcement 
agencies, other government 
agencies/offices and local 
government units that will assist in 
its apprehension of big-time drug 
lords; 


m) Establish and maintain close 


coordination, cooperation and 
linkages with international drug 
control and administration agencies 
and organizations, and implement 
the applicable provisions — of 
international conventions and 
agreements related to dangerous 
drugs to which the Philippines is a 
signatory; 


Create and maintain an efficient 
special enforcement unit to conduct 
an investigation, file charges and 
transmit evidence to the proper 
court, wherein members of the 
said unit shall possess suitable 
and adequate firearms for their 
protection in connection with 
the performance of their duties: 


Provided, that no previous special 
permit for such possession shall be 
required; 


Require all government and private 
hospitals, clinics, doctors, dentists 
and other practitioners to submit 
a report, in coordination with the 
Board, about all dangerous drugs 
and/or controlled precursors and 
essential chemicals which they 
have attended to for data and 
information purposes; 


Coordinate with the Board for 
the facilitation of the issuance 
of necessary guidelines, rules 
and regulations for the proper 
implementation of this Act; 


Initiate and undertake a national 
campaign for drug prevention 
and drug control programs, 
where it may enlist the assistance 
of any department, bureau, 
office, agency or instrumentality 
of the government, including 
government-owned and/or 
controlled corporations, in the 
anti-illegal drugs drive, which may 
include the use of their respective 
personnel, facilities, and resources 
for a more resolute detection and 
investigation of drug _ related 
crimes and prosecution of the drug 
traffickers; 


Submit an annual and _ periodic 
reports to the Board as may be 
required from time to time, and 
perform such other functions as 
may be authorized or required under 
existing laws and as directed by 
the President himself/herself or as 
recommended by the congressional 
committees concerned.

Drug Market 


Just like the dynamics in any business, the market is one of the most important 
variable to make the business successful, otherwise the desire or urge to patronize a product 
must be schemed or instilled to the public in order to create a business. 


The main reason why drug trafficking organizations thrive in the Philippines is its 
rich market, the large number of drug users. Inferring from the number of pushers and 
users who have surrendered under the Philippine National Police Oplan “TOKHANG” of 
which have reached 989,415, the volume of drugs seized in the country, and the intelligence 
data gathered by PDEA, the President believed that there are about 4 million drug users in 
the country. Hence, one of the priority programs is to make the barangays drug free.

Based on anti-drug operations 
conducted nationwide, the Philippines 
remains to be both a _ producing and 
consuming country of illegal drugs. As 
evidenced by the data on drug-related 
arrests, shabu is the main drug of choice at 
94.93%, followed by marijuana at 5.23% 
and other drugs (Cocaine, Ecstasy, Nubain, 
Valium) at 0.34%. 
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Drug Trafficking and Manufacturing 


United Nations Office on Drugs and 
Crime (UNODC) defines drug trafficking 
as a “global illicit trade involving the 
cultivation, manufacture, distribution and 
sale of substances which are subject to drug 
prohibition laws.” 


Illegal drug trafficking is the most 
prevalent and by far the most pervasive 
illegal drug activity in the Philippines. 
It is subdivided into 4 activities, namely: 
transportation of dangerous drugs and 
controlled precursors and essential chemicals 
(CPECs), manufacture, distribution, and 
use of illegal drugs.

The vast and porous shorelines and 
the various entry and exits points in the 
country provide ease for perpetrators of 
illegal activities to do illicit drug traffic in 
and out of the country. 


This is one of the reasons why the 
country is fortifying its strategies which 
include airport and seaport interdiction, 
implementation of Container Control 
Programme (CCP), establishment of 
National Coast Watch System and active 
collaboration with the country’s neighbors 
on border control, among others. 
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Drug Trafficking Organizations 





Two Chinese nationals and their four Filipino cohorts arrested during a raid conducted in San 
Juan City. Conficated from them were 100 travelling bags containing 810.8 kilos of shabu placed 
in transparent zip-lock plastic bags and wrapped in red plastic bags. 


Drug trafficking organizations play a major role in the proliferation of illegal drugs 
in the country. They are the foundation of illegal drug trade. Various drug trafficking 
organizations were identified to have been operating widely in the country and most of 
them are from the international scene. 


Among these organizations are the African Drug Syndicates (ADS), Chinese Drug 
Syndicate and the Mexican Sinaloa Drug Syndicate. 


These drug syndicates have contacts in the country with those who facilitate the 
local distribution — the local drug groups. These local drug groups run the illegal drug 
business utilizing distributors, pushers and runners. 


ADS continuously utilize displaced Overseas Filipino Workers (OF Ws) and willing 


individuals who posed as tourists who are willing to be couriers of illegal drugs. This trend is 
likely to continue because people are easily enticed by the huge amount of money involved. 
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Drug Price 


Monitoring of drug price indicated 
that prices in the country vary based 
on the area and quality of drugs. For 
FY 2016, shabu was priced for as low as 
Php1,200.00 per gram and went to as high 
as Php25,000.00 per gram. Regions VII and 
ARMM recorded the lowest price of shabu 
and Region XII the highest. 


Marijuana was priced at Php18.00 
to Php300.00 per gram, with Region II 
recording the lowest price and Region X the 
highest. 


Cocaine is valued at Php3,800.00 
per gram, while ecstasy’s price ranged from 
Php1,200.00 to Php3,000.00 per tablet.

Barangay Drug Affectation 


As of December 2016, out of the total 42,036 barangays in the country, 19,717 or 
46.91% are drug-affected. 


NCR remains to be the most affected region with 1,705 or 99.94% of the region’s 


total 1,706 barangays are affected. Region III and NIRO followed with 91.33% and 90.81% 
of their barangays, respectively, are affected.

As provided in DDB Regulation No. 2, series of 2016, drug-affected barangays are 
classified as follows: 


1. Seriously affected - reported presence of at least 1 clandestine laboratory or 
marijuana plantation in the community, reported presence of more than 20% 
of the barangay’s total population are drug personalities (i.e. users, pushers, 
financiers) and reported presence of 3 or more drug dens or “tiangges” 


2. Moderately affected — reported presence of 2% to 20% of the barangay’s total 
population are drug personalities (i.e. users, pushers, financiers) 


3. Slightly affected — reported presence of less than 2% of total barangay population 
are drug personalities (i.e. users, pushers, financiers)

The year 2016 is the dawn of the golden year for the enforcement of the anti-drug 
law in the country led by the Philippine Drug Enforcement Agency upon the assumption 
of Rodrigo Roa Duterte as the 16th President of the Philippines. 


The newly elected president is zealous and steadfast in the war against illegal drugs, 
thus accomplishing significant development in the drug problem in the country in a short 
span of time. Numerous remarkable accomplishments by PDEA and other drug law 
enforcement units nationwide are record breakers. 


Anchored on the marching order of President Duterte to double the efforts of law 
enforcement units, 2016 has the highest number of anti-drug operations conducted since 
2011. For the year, 34,077 anti-drug operations have been successfully conducted by PDEA 
and other law enforcement agencies nationwide. These operations resulted in the arrest of 
28,056 drug personalities who are responsible for the proliferation of illegal drug problem 
in the country and other crimes related to it. 
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Majority of the anti-drug operations 
conducted for the year are buy-bust operations 
with a total of 21,655 operations. Of the total 
34,077 anti-drug operations, 305 are classified 
as high-impact operations.

With the desire to suppress dangerous 
drugs, the Agency, together with other law 
enforcement agencies, has intensified its 
efforts in dismantling clandestine shabu 
laboratories. 


Clandestine shabu laboratories in the 
country are classified as follows: 


1. Small Secale or Kitchen Type 
Laboratory — laboratory with an 
average production capacity between 
1 to 10 kilograms per batch. 


2. Medium Scale Laboratory — 
shabu laboratory with an average 
production capacity between 10 
to 50 kilograms per batch. 


3. Industrial Laboratory-— large scale 
shabu laboratory with an average 
production capacity of more than 
30 kilos per batch. 


For the year, ten (10) clandestine 
shabu laboratories were dismantled by 
combined elements of PDEA, PNP, AFP 
and BFP. 


These dismantling operations 
resulted in the arrest of 17 drug personalities 
and neutralization of 2. Moreover, 
387,040.81 grams of shabu worth Php2.85 
billion, CPECs worth Php44.83 million, and 
apparatus and laboratory equipment worth 
Php2.28 million pesos were confiscated.

Nine (9) of these operations were 
airport interdiction operations which were 
mostly conducted in the National Capital 
Region at the Ninoy Aquino International 
Airport (NAIA). These operations resulted 
in the confiscation of dangerous drugs and 
CPECs including 5,134.30 grams of shabu, 
58,666.81 grams of cocaine and 1.86 liters 
of liquid cocaine with a total amount of 
Php289.42 million, and the arrest of twelve 
(12) drug personalities.

K-9 Operations 


Cognizant of the need to intensify 
the competence of the Agency to prevent 
drug trafficking in the country, the Agency 
strengthened its K-9 capability and capacity 
building program. Drug-sniffing dogs had 
been procured and training for the NDDs 
and their handlers had been conducted. 


For the year, PDEA K-9 Unit 

participated in the conduct of a total of 

81 anti-drug operations including search 
ad seizure and sweeping operations. 


The operations resulted in the 
confiscation of Php281.45 million worth 
of dangerous drugs including 68.8 kilos of 
shabu. 


Currently, PDEA maintains 73 
narcotic detection dogs that are either 
deployed in vulnerable ports in the country 
or undergoing training.

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Minors Involved in Illegal Drugs 


Utilization of minors in the illegal drug activities remains a challenge for law 
enforcers in the country. The number of minors using and abusing illegal drugs escalated. 
Mostly composed of 17 years old, a total of 374 minors were rescued during the year. 


The roll was dominated by minors rescued from pushing illegal drugs at 185 or 
49.46%, followed by possession at 114 or 30.48%. Only 37 were rescued from using illegal 
drugs. 


FY 2016 recorded the highest number of minors rescued since 2003. Minors rescued 
in anti-drug operation are properly turned over to Local Social Welfare Development 
Officers (LSWDOs) of DSWD for better support and assistance.

Pharmaceutical and Chemical 


Diversion Control 


As part of its mandate, PDEA 
through the Compliance Service (CS), 
an ISO 9001:2008 Quality Management 
System certified, enforces regulatory 
control to all legitimate transactions on 
dangerous drugs, controlled precursors and 
essential chemicals (CPECs) to ensure their 
availability for the medical/pharmaceutical, 
industrial, and research requirements of 
the country. PDEA issues licenses and 
permits to the various category of licensees 
in the supply chain and monitors the flow 
of transactions of the controlled substance 
handled by the registered entity. 


For FY 2016, 12,314 licenses for 
dangerous drugs and CPECs were issued 
and 26,937 permits were approved by the 
Agency to the regulated industries. For 
applications with complete requirements, 
the average time of processing up to release 
of license/permits are as follows: 


e §-2 License - 20 minutes 

¢ Dangerous Drugs/CPEC

¢ Local Order Permit - 15 
minutes 

¢ Import/export permits through

Financial Investigation Efforts 


To strengthen the Agency’s investigation against drug personalities, the PDEA’s 
Anti-Money Laundering Desk (AMLD) has referred 19 cases involving 50 drug personalities 
to Anti-Money Laundering Council (AMLC) for financial investigation. To date, the AMLC 
has preserved a total of Php509.72 Million cash assets from all drug cases referred by 
AMLD.

The illegal operations of drug personalities and drug groups have become more 
threatening and alarming as they are well equipped and armed. To incapacitate their 
operations and weaken their strength, firearms and explosives are also being confiscated.

A monetary reward system for informants whose information resulted in successful 
seizure of dangerous drugs and arrest of drug personalities has been implemented to fully 
engage the Filipino people and participate in the fight against illicit drugs. 


For the year, a total of Php13.73 million was awarded to 28 informants who provided 
relevant information that lead to the seizure of 627,885.6861 grams of shabu, 207,895 full 
grown marijuana plants, 961,386.61 grams of marijuana plants, 200 pieces of marijuana 
seedling, 170 grams of marijuana seeds and leaves, 9,280 pieces of Diazepam, 10 pieces of 
Zolpidem, 7,871 pieces of Nitrazepam, 317,914 milliliters of Methylethyl ketone, and 3,066 
pieces of ecstasy.

Policy and Legislation 


To ensure that drug law enforcers 
are provided with enough legal tools to 
effectively and efficiently address the drug 
problem, PDEA initiated the approval of 
anti-drug policies and proposal of bills to 
the Congress. 


On August 3, 2016, the members 
of the Board unanimously approved the 
following proposed regulations during the 
DDB 170th Regular Meeting which took 
effect on September 3, 2016: 


1. Board Regulation No. 1, Series 
of 2016, Entitled: Guidelines in 
The Implementation of Operation 
“Lawmen”; 


Operation: Lawmen is an incentive 
program that provides for the reward to law 
enforcers who participate in the conduct 
of successful anti-drug operations. This is 
in line with the provision of RA 9165 or 
the Comprehensive Dangerous Drugs Act 
of 2002 on the Grant of Compensation, 
Reward and Award.

On February 23, 2007, the Philippine government embarked onthe institutionalization 
of Quality Management System in the whole bureaucracy with priority on the frontline 
services through the issuance of Executive Order 605 or the “Institutionalizing the Structure, 
Mechanisms and Standards to Implement the Government Quality Management Program, 
Amending for the Purpose Administrative Order No. 161.
